Lord Monck's Dispatch respecting tlie 
admission of British Columbia. 

Through Lho committeo appointed 
at the Confederation mooting last 
January, wo aro enabled to lay before 
oar readorr a report of tho Privy 
Council of Canada ronpoctiug tho ad- 
mission of British Columbia into the 
Dominion, and Lord Monck's despatch 
transmitting tho samo to tho Duke of 
Bnokingham. Our readers -will not 
fail to observe tho oarnoBtncss with 
which the CaoadiaujCabinot havo taken 
up the question of our admission. Tlioro 
is a maiked contrast botwoon their 
promptitude and that ol our Govern- 
ment in tho matter, whioh speaks 
well for tho honesty of tho Canadian 
Government. Tho resolution of tho 
Legislative Council asking Governor 
Seymour to negotiate with Canada

forgottou, that immediately after tho 
resolution was passod, ho oxpiossod 
himsoltin favor of immediate admis- 
sion. Wo coufoss wo cannot but atN 
miro theproniptitudo of the Canadian 
Cabinet as it Btanda in contrast with 
tho supinenoss of our own authorities. 
The memorial of the Victoria com- 
mittee was writton and despatched 
on iBt February last, and on March 
7th, just five weeks afterwards, a des- 
patch is transmitted to England in 
favor of Confederation with British 
Columbia. 

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Hon* 
orable the Privy Council, approved by His 
Excellency the Governor General in Council, 
on the Hth March, 1868. 
The Committee have had under considera- 
tion a Memorandum dated 5th March, 18C8 
from the Honorable the Minister ol Public 
Works, stating that certain Resolutions on the 
subject of Union with Canada, adopted at a 
public meeting of the inhabitants of Victoria, 
British Columbia, oo tbe 29ih of January 
last, transmitted tbroogh tbe Honorable S i, 
Tilley to the Secretary of State for Canada, 
were on the third instant referred to a com- 
mittee of the Honorable the Privy Council, 
and by the Council referred to him the Min- 
ister of Poblio Works for immediate Report. 
That he has read and duly considered the 
the purport of these resolutions, the circum- 
stances under which tfcey were passed and the 
notion which ouaht to be taken by the Gov- 
ernment of Canada thereupon. 

That it oppeurs from Ihese Resolutions end 
the Memorial of the Committee appointed at 
tbe public meeting, which accompaoies them, 
that Ihe Legislative Council of British Col- 
ombia, on tho 18th of March, 18(37, unanim 
oueiy adopted a iiesoiulicm requesting His 
Escellenoy Governor Seymour " to take 
measures without delay to secure the admia- 
Bion of British Columbia into the Canadian 
Confederacy on fair and equitable terms. " 

That it appear* further that noithor the 
peoplo of British Columbia nor the Govern- 
ment of Canada bavo boon apprised of any 
measures that may have been taken by the 
Government of British Columbia, in pursu- 
ance of tits Bese!ati\>u il ;U Legislative 
Council. 

That the itesoluuons adopted at tho publi<: 
meeting c! ih« ,?0t.l>. J«nn«rv, .y.ijirjh 
called and presided over by the Mayor ol 
Victoria, the chief city of the Colony, and 
the statements of the memorial signed by the 
Mayor and by Members of the Legislature 
and others, leave little room to doubt thai 
tho people of that Colony are willing and 
anxioui that it eb< uld be admitted into union 
with Canada it the terms oi uiiiuisaiLm can be 
agreed upon. 

The Minister of Public Works calls atten- 
tion to the 14Ctli seciiun of tho British North 
America AM, , »W<tJ) implies to the case of 
British Columbia in express terms. That it 
will bo seen the Resolution of the Legislative 
Council was pas»ed lefore the British North 
America Act came into furce, and that it did 
not specify the terms of admission which the 
Council asked tho Government to secure. 
That it is evident therefore that further 
action is necessary by the Legislature ol 
British Columbia, belore admission can take 
place under the provisions of the Imperial 
Act. 

That it is suggested in the Memorial of the 
Mayor arid other citizens ol Victoria, that 
the Legislature of the Colony, boiog largely 
composed of officials, is not so zealous fur 
Confederation as tbe people whoso wishes 
and opiuionB it ought to represent, 

Tbe Minister submits, that considering the 
peculiar Constitution of tho Legislature and 
Government of British Columbia, and that, 
notwithstanding the Resolution of thu Legis- 
lative Council in Mt.rcb of last year, uud the 
Resolutions of public meetings and the ex- 
pressions of opinion through the PresB of the 
Colony before and since tbe act of Confeder- 
ation, in favor of union with Canada, no 
oflicial communication on tho subject from 
British Columbia bus roachod this Govern- 
ment, ho would recommend that Your Excel* 
lency communicate to His Gruco the Duko 
of Buckingham a copy of the Memorial and 
Resolutions referred to, and request Jlis Grace 
lo instruct Governor Seymour to tuku such 
Bteps as may bo deemed proper to movo the 
Legislative Council ol British Columbia to 
further action i.i terms of the Imperial Act. 
He lurther recommends that His Grace bo 
informed thut tho Uovorniiicntof Canada will 
bo prepared to submit lo Parliament a pro- 
posal for tbe admission of Hritisli Columbia 
into tbe Union, in tbo expeutation that the 
Imperial Government, will lose no liuio in 
transferring tbo intervening North-Wustern 
Totritoiy to iho jurisdiction ol" the Canadian 
Government. 

Tho Committee concur in tho above recom- 
mendations, nnd lubmit the same lor Your 
Excolloncy'a approval,

Amaurosis Cawed by Toiiacco Smoking. 
— A pupor on Amaurosis from tobacco 
smoking was lately read before lho Medico* 
Cliiiur«ical Hociely in England by Mr Hut- 
chinson. The author adduces ovidenco to 
prove that the lorra of nervous blindness, 
known by tho namo , of amaurosis, is Ire- 
quently produced by excess in tobacco smok. 
iiifr. 01 the thirty-seven oases which Mr 
Hutchinson recorded, thirty-one were Binolt- 
ora. The history of tho patients and the 
most Huficessful mode of treutmont led Mr 
Hutchinson to tbe following conclusions : 1, 
Among ihe men, this peculiar form of am- 
aurosis (primary whito atrophy of tho optio 
nerve) is rarely mot except among smokers, 

2. Most of its subjects havo been heavy 
smokers — half an ounce to an ounoe a day. 

3. It is not associated with any other uffoc- 
tion of the nervous system, 4. Amongst 
tho measures ol treatment, tho prohibition 
of tobnecu riuiks fi rat in importance, fj. Tho 
oireumstnnli.il evidence connects tho disease 
with the nse of tobacco and as a causa de- 
serves the serious attention of the profession!

1 think il 
must have been tbo 'Louisa Downs,' Capt 
Sullivan, who left Port Tewnaend a month 
since with iwelvo Blackfoot miners for the 
Stiken River.

Frederick William, 74, screw Coast- 
guard ship, Cuptaiu J J Kennedy, O, B. A 
detailed account is given in tho Limerick 
Chronicle of a torpedo found aomo weeks 
ago in tlio uppPr room of a honso in that 
city, from which tho roputcd bead CBntre 
Murphy, a noted Fenian, was arreatod. Thia 
machine was taken to tho Newcustlo race- 
course in a cart, and tnken to pieces there 
with great caution by an engineer officer 
of tho Froderick William, by Mr Hall, sub- 
sheriff o( the city, an amateur pyrotechnist, 
and others. It has beon found lo bo an 
American lorpado of excellent construction 
and could have been used to blow up a ship 
or building, or aot fire lo any edifice oon- 
tuining brick work. It ia an apparatus of 
f.ino, comprising a largo cylinder or float, 
coneshapod, with ends, about threo feet long 
and twelve inches in diameter, to this is at- 
tached two smaller cylinders, about two 
inches in diameter, projecting at both ends 
a few inches beyond tho large cylinder, to 
whieh they are attached by zino or iron 
banda. At tho baso of each cono of tho 
largor oylinder is a ring, intended for a small 
ohaiu or a piece of ropo to hang from, lor 
(he pnrposo of mooring tho machine in a 
river or harbor. Tho contents ol tho charged 
tubes were highly oxplosive at the percus- 
sion or capped ends, where a detonating sub- 
stance was placed, hut at Iho other ends and 
beyond tho contro tho material was not oxn 
plosivs. A pnrtioln of the detonatin * nub- 
aianoo when struck on an anvil exploded 
with great noise, and it was supposed that 
tbe smaller of tho glass semicircular tubus 
contained nitro-glycerine, but it has not yot 
been Butjeeted to examination. 



Overland Route from Canada to Brit- 
ish Columbia. 



(?«im tho Canadian Nows.) 

Sin :— In the report from tho Morning 
Star on the papor which I read at, tho 
last meeting of the Geographical Socioty, 
and which was inserted in a recent issue, 
I notice two mistake?. First, tho dimen- 
sions attributed to tho Chilcoaten Plain 
are those of tho Saskatchewan torritory ; 
and secondly, when speaking of tho dis- 
tance from Bute Inlet to Collingwood, tho 
words "Georgian Bay" have been inadver- 
tently employed for "Buto Inlet." With 
tho exception of these two mistakes, 
which those conversant with tho geogra- 
phy of tho country will have readily un- 
derstood, but which might mislead out- 
siders, tho report is a correct ono — bat 
incomplete inasmuch as no mention is 
msdo of the tho concluding remarks on 
the urgency of a direct communication 
between the Canadas and the Pacific 
through British territory, nor of tho dis- 
cussion which followed. 

Now, in refereuco to this, I explained 
to an attentive and in a great measure 
unprepared audience, that a railway is 
in progress from California to Now York, 
accompanied by the most unheard of difli* 
culties ; that in tho mountains of the 
Sierra Neada, sloping roofs had been 
constructed to protect tho Hue from ava- 
lanches (an entirely new idea in railway 
construction), and that tho road will pass 
over what is commonly called tho 
Groat American Desert, a vast tract of

Pussengers, mails, tho precious metals, 
and the lighter aud costlier kinds of goods 
will certainly pass over it, and, as I said, 
it is calculated to divert a great portion 
of tho trade of China, Japan, and the 
East from tho Old to tho -New World. 
Mail steamers liberally subsidised by tho 
American Government arc already carry 
iug on a most important aud increasing 
traffic betwoen San Francisco aud China, 
u /act ol ivnieh wo hear not ono word in 
England; a subsidyjhas also been granted 
and came into operation in !Novemhor for 
a mail sorvico to tho Sandwich Islands; 
and in 1870, when all theso combinations 
will havo come into full blast, England 
will \vt.ko up, when it will be too luto to 
recover it, to regrot the loss of hor trade 
with tho East. In vain havo I been at- 
tempting to warn ray countrymen of this 
danger and in some]measnro to avert it ; 
but what can one man do ? In British 
Columbia the Colonial Government sys- 
tematically opposed my plans becauso they 
wero contrary to the interests of the pre- 
sou t capital New Westminster, and here 
every one is too much absorbed in his 
owu affairs, and consequently too ignorant 
of tho question, to think about it, euro 
about it, or even understand it. 

The truth is, tho interests of Canada 
and British Columbia, however 1 identical 
with those of the mother country (u thing 
which England will Bad out one of these 
days;, are generally overlooked or neg- 
lected in this country. But what would 
become of the dominion if deprived of a 
communication with the Pacific, so essetii 
tial to her development, to Inr maritime 
prosperity, to her dignity, to her indepen-. 
deuce, to her very existence ? And what 
if the communication be opened too late' 
Captain Richards said with truth at the 
meeting "that a communication betweon 
the colonies of Canada and British Col- 
umbia would bo the salvation of both ;" 
and when wo see tbe vastly greater engi- 
neering difficulties surmounted by tho 
Americans ia their San Francisco route, 
us compared with those from Canada to 
the Pacific, it would be a lasting disgrace 
if we did not hasten to rival them and 
avail ourselves of the facilities which 
nature has afforded us. British America 
is one in interest, mid, together with tho 
mother «!)u«Vm?. roust be one in purpose :f 
tho danger with which both are ineuaced 
is to bo averted.

Tiir Mont Oenib Tunnel.— It appears 
that at Ihe close of 1867 four miles and 5,035 
foot of this tunnol had beeo completed, leavs 
ing two miles and 4,018 feet still to bo pierc- 
ed. The distance piercod in 1867 was 5040 
feat, as compared with 3416 feet in 1866, 
4079 feet in 1865, 3626 leet in 1864, 2673 feet 
in 18S3, 2076 feet in 1862. 1 210 feat in 1861, 
1144 feet in I860, and 2889 feel in the pre- 
ceding years. The outlay made upon this 
remarkable ond important work (which has 
not boon more than ten years on hand) 
amounted at tho cloao of 1867 to abont £1,- 
700,000. It is now hoped that the tunnel 
will be completed in 1871. Its lor.gth when 
finished will be seven milos 3773 feat, and 
its total coat will be about £2,500,000, or 
soraothing more than £300,000 per milo.
